Washington, October 13.— 
Two remarkable storm  condi- 
tlons exist on the weather map 
of the United States. 

With the gulf storm sweeping 
northeastward from Florida, a 
storm is approaching from the 
west, bringing with it the cold- 
est weather of the season. In 
the middle states an excessive 
drop in temperature probably 
will come in twenty-four hours. 

The cold will be felt in the 
Atlantic sections by Thrusday 
night. 

Should the gulf storm and the 
western storm meet along the 
eoast the situation would be 
doubly serious,

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, hea'th officer, 
says that besides the eight cases re- 
ported in Inman Park because of bad 
milk, there have been several cases re- 
ported recently. 

To stop the spread of diseases like 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and malarial fever, the city must be 
kept clean, while the health depart- 
ment is looking after the wholesome 
supply of foodstuffs. 

“Keep the City Clean.” 

“Keep the city clean,” says the 
health officer, “and we will have no 
trouble in stamping out contagious dis- 
ease. I see there is a movement on 
foot by the good women of the fed- 
erate clubs of Atlanta to have a big 
cleaning day on October 26. If all peo- 
ple in the city would join heartily in 
this plan and every yard and all the 
houses were thoroughly cleaned, much 
of the disease we are now having 
would disappear. A clean At anta is 
a thing to be greatly desired.

STAMPING OUT RECKLESS DRIVING. 


“ ‘Socking it’ to lawbreakers of whatever station for a few times 
hand-running will weed out what you justly call ‘reckless two or 
three per cent’ of automobilists who menace the lives of law-abiding 
automobilisis, pedestrians and trolley car passengers.” 

In that vigorous fashion L. H. Hawkins, of Atlanta, in a com- 
munication published elsewhere, commends The Constitution's, 
ditorial of yesterday dealing with violations of the traffic laws in and 
around Atlanta, and demanding their undiscriminatng enforcement. 

Mr. Hawkins has a practical suggestion along the latter line. 

He would have the authorities station plain clothes men on the 
rear platforms of trolleys covering selected routes, charged with the 
duty of taking the numbers of cars violating the 
rule of the road, or the ordinance regarding autos approaching slow- 
ing trolleys. 

As he points out, the plan would be extremely simple in opera- 
tion, and if every violator of the law, whatever his prominence or 
obscurity, should be dealt with in a decisive manner there would 
soon be no further trouble on this score. 

The expense of such a system would be negligible compared 
with the added safety to life and limb on Atlanta streets and the 
roads of Fulton county. 

Violations of both these fundamental rules of law and common 
sense continue, despite accidents. 

The time to suppress them is now. 

Why not adopt the suggestion of Mr. Hawkins? Several con- 
secutive enforcements of this nature would make violations of the 
traffic ordinances notable by their rarity. 


. 
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THE COTTON GUARANTY PLAN. 


The suggestion of having the southern cotton interests pay half 
a million a year to guarantee bills of lading for cotton shipped 
abroad, has been abandoned. 

The announéement made in New York on Monday by Sir 
Edward H. Holden, the English banker, that bills of lading in their 
present form would be accepted until December 31 instead of Octo- 
ber 31, 1s evidence that the scheme of insurance heretofore proposed 
is admittedly impracticable. 

The scheme blithely discussed by New York and English bankers 
to have an insurance corporation undertake this guarantee at the 
nominal sum of 7 cents a bale to be paid by the southern farmer, 
no doubt seemed very desirable to them. 

But when the cotton exchange and the boards of trade of the 
cotton belt were heard from, the plan did not seem so rosy. 

The nominal insurance of 7 cents a bale on the 7,500,000 bales 
shipped abroad last year, for instance, would’ amount to $525,000, 
ta be paid by the south to protect foreign bankers and spinners. 

Naturally the southern cotton trade can appreciate the position 
ot the foreign bankers, who, having been burned once, wish to avoid 
the fire in future. They not only appreciate the position, but in a 
measure sympathize with it. But not $525,000 worth. 

If the insurance plan should be thought the best solution of the 
present problem, and the men who buy cotton, should see fit to pay 
the cost of the insurance, that would not be so bad. 

The southern farmer feels that he has already borne enough 
of the burden of marketing his crop, by having the cost of handling 
hgured in the price paid to him, to be willing to assume any 
additional direct burdens. 

Manchester and Lancashire and Chemnitz must have southern 
cotton. If they do not get it, their spindles will be idle, and starva- 
tion would enter the homes of millions of operatives. More than 
that, a national panic would ensue. 

The southern cotton interests feel a sense of responsibility in 
respect to exercising care to see that their foreign customers are 
protected, but an insurance plan whereby the seller pays the cost 
is not to their liking. 

Within the next two months other plans will be discussed, and 
a satisfactory agreement may be reached. It may result in the 
establishment here of branches of foreign importers-and banking 
houses with the view to safeguarding and protecting cotton bills of 
lading. 

But there is no danger that the south will be boycotted. 
must have the south’s cotton, and 1t will buy it. 
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MARKETING CORN ON THE HOOF. 


A vision of the time when Georgia will be a great cattle- growing 
state, and when beef will be raised at home, and corn marketed on 
the hoot, has been seen by Governor Brown. 

In a recent interview with a representative of The Constitution, 
Governor Joseph M. Brown, in enthusiastic discussion of his plans 
for developing his Cherokee county farm, said: 

“There are 4,000,000 acres of land in Georgia today that could 
be made to support at least one head of beef cattle every year.” 

Instead of Georgia farmers producing 14 or 15 bushels of corn 
to the acre, worth 50 or even 80 cents a bushel, Governor Brown, 
would have them turn the product of their cornfields and the grass 
of their wood pastures into beef cattle. 

Marketed as corn, the yield of an acre would bring $7 to $8. 
Marketed as beet, :he product of the same land would net $18 or $20. 

This is not an academic discussion of what might be done; but a 
succinct statement of what has been done by the state's present chief 
executive. Governor Brown discusses railroads and corporations 
with seriousness and exactness, but he discusses crops and beef cul- 
ture with enthusiam and animation. To building up an ideal north 
Georgia farm he will give his undivided attention on his retirement. 

Georgia has the climate for open pastures nine months out] 
of the year; almost every valley has its creek bottom where corn 
eTOWS luxuriantly ; pasture land abounds, and beef cattle would 
thrive with the minimum barn of protection and winter feeding. 

The Constitution has preached beef culture in season and out 
of season. It is glad to point to so prominent an exponent of 
its doctrine as the present occupant of the executive office. 

Once the farmers of this state become interested in the sub- 
ject, and make an intelligent and active start in raising beef, the 
problem of living at home will be simplified, and prosperity will 
be achieved along with independence of the one crop which eithér 
makes or breaks the majority of southern farmers every vear. 

The problem of how to eradicate the cattle tick has been solved, 
and the work so nearly accomplished that this danger need no 
longer deter farmers anxfous to increase their larder and their bank 
account by producing beef.

A foreetul and eftective debater, of ready wit, and caustic 
when the occasion required, his argument against the Payne-Al- 
drich tariff bili was one of the gems of the tedious tariff 
sion. Dealing particularly with the outrageous woolen schedule 
it was exhaustive, illuminative and crushing. 

He never laid down his arms in that contest. but was one of 
the ten republican senators who finally voted against the bill.

ate, he would have been president of the United States but for the 
opposition of a small group of New York leaders headed by Thomas 
Collier Platt.

BIG DELEGATION 
FOR STATE FAIR 


Atlanta Will Send Governor, 
Mayor and Many Others 


on November l. 


Atlanta's delegation to the state fair 
in Macon on November 1, which is both 
“Atlanta day” and “Governor's day,” 
promises to be one of the largest and 
most representative this city ever sent 
anywhere on a like occasion. Prepara- 
tions for the trip are now being made, 
and if the number who intend to make 
the trip continues to grow, it is more 
than likely that a special train will be 
provided to accommodate the party. 

Governor Joseph M. Brown will 
make the trip to the Central City, ac- 
companied by his entire staff, accord- 
ing to announcement made Tuesday.

JAMES WOODWARD 
MAKES. ADDRESS 


Standing on a packing box at the 
junction of Walton and Marietta 
streets, James G. Woodward, candidate 
for mayor, last night addressed a 
crowd, estimated at about 250 by 
Woodward enthusiasts, on the issues 


of the campaign. 

Mr. Woodward began his speech by 
apologizing for holding the meeting in 
the open air, and stated that his men 
had tried to hire two halis in the 
neighborhood, but that friends of the 
rival candidate had tried to prevent 
Mr. Woodward from having a hearing 
by refusing to rent the halls.

were not in use, as the fresh wester- 
ly breeze we had at Nantucket was still 
driving us forward. Our only anxiety, 
as I said in a message at the tima, 
lay in the acting of the equilibrator, 
which had begun to jerk on the ship 
as it jumped over the waves. We 
journeyed before the westerly breeze 
all the afternoon. , 

At 9 o’clock on Sunday night our 
approximate position was latitude 42 
degrees north amd longitude 42 west. 
Here came the serious charge in the 
wind. It shifted into the northwest 
and freshened to about 30 miles an 
hour and before it the America drifted 
at the rate of about 25 miles an hour. 
It was impossible for us in these con- 
ditions to continue on our northeaster- 
ly course, which would have kept us 


in the lane of European liners. 

Furthermore the equilbrator was 
pulling hard. As the lower end of it 
rode the heavy seas, which had been 
kicked up by the stiff breeze, it jerked 
shockingly on the lines which held it 
to the America. Under this stress the 
ship set up a rolling motion, which 
added to the strain and threatened the 
entire destruction of the craft if long 
continued. 
IT WAS DREADFUL NIGHT 

FOR CREW OF THE AIRSHIP 

It was a dreadful night for the men 
aboard the ship. There was much to 
be done to ease the strain, and all did 
everything possible. At times some 
would become exhausted, and one by 
one the men would sleep for a time, 


They went to their hammocks expect- 
ing that they would awake to find 
themselves in the ocean, but all they 
wanted was to sleep, and they did so. 
At the worst moments they were calm, 
and even cheerful. As the seas grew 
in power and pulled harder on the 
equilibrator the America was drawn 
down almost to the level of the line of 
whitecaps. Some of the waves even 
struck the lifeboat in which lay our 
only hope of saving ourselves, and 
threatened at times to oarry it away. 

At this point a consultation was 
held to decide whether we should 
abandon the ship and take to the life- 
boat. Al hands agreed that we should 
stick to the ship and try to take her 
to land, and if possible, on the other 
Side of the ocean. We threw over 
gasoline to lighten her and she rose 
above the dangerous waves. 


GREAT BALLOON WAS TURNED 
IN DIRECTION OF AZORES 


At 3 o’clock on Monday morning or- 
ders were given to start the course 
in the hope of reaching the Azores 
or Europe, which was possible, even 
yet if the winds should hold favorable. 
Then came another disastrous shift 
of the wind. It hauled entirely out of 
the west and came to us from the 
northeast, blowing strong. It would 
have been impossible to make the 
Azores in the face of this wind, in 
view of our sacrifice of a large part 
of our gasoline supply. 

It was then decided that we should 
try to make Bermuda. The motors 
were again shut off, and we drifted 
southwest at about 15 miles an hour. 
Our purpose .in drifting was to save 
the motor gasoline for the final effort 
to Teach a landing place. All Monday 
we kept afloat with difficulty. There 
was grave danger and a great strain 
on all, but none thought of giving up. 
We were resolved to hold to the ship 
as long as possible and to give up 
only when we saw that the task was 
hopeless. 


WEATHER TURNED VERY COLD, 
AND AVIATORS FACED DEATH

the change of temperature so affected 
the lifting power of the gas in the 
great bag that we found it necessary 
to jettison more of the gasoline and 
part of the machinery, which had been 
damaged, in order to keep above the 
waves.

BUT FOR THE EQUILIBRATOR 
WELLMAN MIGHT HAVE WON 

Driven by the winds she soon dis- 
peared into the distance. The loss of 
the air ship was witnessed wi'th little 
regret by those who had journeyed in 
her. It was realizeq that she never 
could have been used again. Probably 
a larger and stronger air craft can be 
built to carry out her task. The heavy 
equilibrator, which retarded and 
dragged down the-ship ang interfered 
with the steering, was the fatal mis- 
take of. this campaign. 

The trial with the America, however, 
was wel] worth making. We covered 
1,090 miles in her over rough reas. 1 
d i not want the America saved, unless 
for further experiments. I am satisfied 
that the type will not do for crossing 
the ocean, The trouble lay in the equil- 
ibrator, which would not do what we 
had expected and with it we could not 
keep our course. Everything else 
was all right, and even with the 
broken motor we could have gone 
ahead. 


WHEN THE TRENT WAS SIGHTED 
AVIATORS SIGNALLED FOR AID 


It was 7:05 o'clock this morning 
when we sighted the lights of a steam- 
ship, which afterward proved to be the 
Trent. Irwin signalled with a lamp by 
Morse code: 

“Stand by. We need you.” 

The Trent answered the singals and, 
after getting an understanding of our 
message, the Trent changed her course 
and came toward us. She soon neared 
us, and in looking down from tha 
America, we would see hundreds of 
persons on her deck, looking up at us 
in wonderment. As the Trent ap- 
proached us we were 300 feet above 
the sea, but it was apparent that we 
could not hold the altitude long. 

When she came beneath us one of 
our crew slashed the canvas covering | 
of our car and lowered a line, which 
the men aboard the Trent endeavored . 
to catch. Just as it appeared probable 
that the line would be caught a gust. 
of wind whirled us away, carrying the 
line out from the steamer. Many 
times the line Wags lowered, and there 
was a scramble on board the Trent to 
make it fast. Each time the wind 
would catch us and push away. Fi- 
nally the line was caught and made 
fast aboard the vessel. but a strong 
gust of wind parted it and tore us 
away. 

The Trent followed us, undiscourag- 
ed, but it was evident that this plan 
would not do. We gave the signal] to 
her to stand by to pick us up, for we 
would have to take to the lifeboat. 
The operation of launching the boa: | 
was performed with the greatest skill. 
Vaniman brought the airship down 
close to the water and Simon directed | 
the springing of the hooks which re- | 
leased the ropes to drop the boat. He 
was the lam to get aboard the boat, 
and he released the lines which set her 
free from the America. 


THE EQUILIBRATOR SPITEFUL 
AS LIFEBOAT WAS LAUNCHED

our efforts to leave the ship. Under 
the impulse of the waves tt was lash- 
in gwabout, and as the boat was in the 
water it struck it a glancing blow that 
almost smashed the little craft.
